CrieveLanpD, Dec. 30, 9 a. m.—The 
following from a special to the Cleve- 
land Leader is the very latest from the 
wreck at Ashtabula: 

The haggard dawn which drove the | 
darkness out of this valley and sha low 
of death scldom saw a ghastlier sight 
than was revealed with the coming of 
this morning. On either side of the 
ravine frowned the dark and bare 
arches from which the treacherous 
train had fallen, while at their base the 

reat heaps of ruins covered the hun- 
dred men, women and children who 
had so suddenly been called to their 
death. The three charred bodies lay

MOULDERING CORPSES. 

I have just returned from the ruins, 
and have seen the mouldering remains 
of at least a dozen bodies, only one of 
which had any semblance whatever of 
a human body. By the side of another 
heap of embers was found a pair of 
scissors, also a tuft of grayish — heir. 
No other means ot identification could 
be found, although the hunt may be 
more successful when the removal of 
the upper rubbish begins. The irdn of 
the bridge is twisted in endless con- 
fusion, while the locomotive is a com- 
plete wreck. Nearly all the wooden 
work is burned away. 


* THE SCENE OF RUIN. 


It seems that the train must have 
just about covered the bridge when it 
fell, as the fragments lie across the ra- 
vine touching the base of the abut- 
ments on either side. When one 
stands atthe foot of the ravine and 
looks up. it seems an uiter impossibility 
that any man could take a leap from 
so great a height andlive.

The Rev. Charles Wallace Howard, - 
formerly of Bartow, died on Christmas 
(morning, at his mountain home in 
Walker county, from an attack of cold 
and fever. He was an ornament to the 
pulpit until, after a long period of use- 
fulness, he was compelled by failing 
health to abandon the ministry. Re- 
tiring toa farm in Cherokee, Georgia, 
he devoted nis gifted mind and wide 
social influence to the development of! 
that section of the state. Althongh | 
bitterly opposed to secession, notwith- 
standing his feeble health, he took an 
active partin the confederate struggle, 
and his gallantry in the fieid was only 
equalled by the fervor with which he 
neces &ppealed tothe public for 
funds for the wayside homes for sol- 
diers. Of an active, enterprising spirit, 
much of his time since the war was 
devoted to works of practical utility 
and in advocating such modifications 
are demanded i eaaceighaymama 
stances. While doing this he enter- 
tained an abiding contidence that the 
manhood and.honor of the south 
would be unsubdued, nay would be 
stimulated and strengthened i in time by 
the trying ordeal through which her 
people had been fated to pass. He was 
an advanced thinker, and his ideas, 


have taken root and are bearing fruit. 
through the minds of others. 

Mr. Howard was a chaste and pol- 
ished speaker—one who would have 
graced the American senate in its vet‘er 
days. His patriotism was singularly 
strong and unselfish, and his devotion 
to his native state never wearied. 

Although he had outlived most ot his 
early associates on the coast he never 
abated his attachment for his birth- 
place, Savannah, and exerted his ivflu- 
ence in our behalf in Butlock’s time 
when our city government was threat- 
ened with military interference.

The above statement will hen that we have 
reduced the fleat ng debt to the sum of $60,- 
606,26, when the charter only required us to re- 
duce it one fourth of the taxes deriyed from 
real estate, which is $48,500.00, and in addition 
bought the Neil or Oglethorpe college property, 
for which we have paid the sum of $4,516 90, 
which property is now worth double the amount 
prid forit This is now the property of the city 

One of the items epumerated above is what is 
now known as **The Kimba)i Mortgage on the 
Opera House Building’ amounting to $79,233.91. 
This mortgage has been paid and taken up—by 
authority of an act of the legislature the above 
amount together with one hundred thousand 
dollars in city bonds heretofore advanuced—make 
$179,233 91. The mortgage anu papers have a'l 
been properly filed. 

In regard to the interest as paid upon the 
floating debt of the city, will state that ten per 
cent has been the highest rate contracted for 
the past year, and no small amount of it has 
been coined at seven per cent. Two years ago 
the city was paying eighteen per cent on nearly 
all of the floating debt. The reduction ot the 
rate of interest under the rate paid two years 
ergo, saves to the city over thirty two thousand 
dollars peranuum. Tne rate of interest is still 
two high. The city should not pay over seven 
per cent for what money she may need. This 
will seon be the case if the new caarter is strict- 
ly adhered to. 

The city has seventy-seven thousand and five 
hundred dollars in bonds, which fall due to day. 
we have issued a like number of eighteen per 
cent twenty year bonds. These bonds would 
have been on the market earlier and sold had it 
net been for a misteze of the lithographer, 
causing them to be returned and relithographed. 
They are now ready and a portion of them are 
now on the market for sale. I re- 
gard there bonds as first class 
for those seeking investments, asthe city pays 
promptly all obligations. The next board 
ofthe eity {ali due in July, 1881, and Jong be- 
fore that time the flvuating debt should be ex- 
tinguished. 

The more Isee and know of the new charter, 
the betier Iam satisfied thatits strict observ- 
ance will continue to improve the credit of the 
city, and every good citizen will remember with 
pleasure the day it was adopted. The debt 
cannot be increased unless this charter be 
changed, and this ought neverto be done, as 
an increase of our indebtedness would necessi- 
tate an increase o! the rate of taxation, which 
would certainly be a great misfortune. The 
debt as it stands can be carried with much case 
at the present rate of taxation and all depart_ 
ments of the city protected. 

We have been compeiled to adopt the most 
rigid economy in administering the affairs of the

city. The first year this was very unpleasant, 


and it was almost impossible to get our citizens 
toaccept this economy, which a strict observ- 
ance of our charter demanded. The past 
year we have had but little trouble, as our 
people had learned the restraints thrown 
around by our new safeguard. As responsible 
men and officers, we have complied with its de. 
mands and “lived within our income.”’ 

The importance of prompt collection of the 
city taxes has mever been appreciated by our 
citizens, The extraordinary induigence extend- 
ed to the tax payers heretofore is the one great 
cause of the city’s financial troubles. The 
prompt and certain manner of collecting the 
taxes the passed two years has contributed 
more than any otner act of your honorable body 
to the financial success which you have 
achieved. 

Early after I became a membcr of your body 
Iadvocaied the quarterly collection of taxes. 
Two years experience has only convinced me 
in this opinion, and the postponement of the 
collection of the city’s taxes until the end of 
the yearisa mistake, and will not work well 
under our charter, . 

Your committee, together with Recorder 
Pendleton, have made quarterly examins tions 
of the books and vouchers of the city treasurer, 
and clerks have destroyed all the bonds aud 
~cnpons which have been paid for the present 
two years. We also refer you to the report of 
Jesse Carroll as further evidence of the correct: 
ness of the books mentioned above.

The laying of the water 
pipe for water wi rks and hydrants has render- 
ed it difficult to keep the streets in proper con- 
dition. The street railroad have co-operated 
with the committee in repalring the streets along 
the line of the street railroad. 

New curbing have been placed at Kidd’s new 
building on Whitehall street, Wilson’s on Ala- 
bama; the cotton factory on Marietta; Hunni- 
cutt’s building on Peachtree and Broad, Grant’s 
on Peachtree, besides a considerable amouni 
have been removed from points where not used 
by others. 

Economy has been the watchword of the com 
mittee, and notwithstanding from $50,000 two 
$100,600 has been expended annuaily on the 
streets since the war, we have only asked for 
$10,000 and have spent only $8, 79 32. The com- 
rnittee think the streets were never in betier or- 
der.

SEWERS AND DRAINS, 


The committee feel confident tha‘ there is no 
one need that the city suffers so much from as 
from the want of perfect sewers and drains. La- 
boring under the disadvantage of poverty, 
the commitiee, with the meagre appropriation 
of #8,000, has endeavored to do the best with it 
they could, and feel confident they have spent 
itjudiciously. They constructed the following 
sewers during the year: 

500 feet 8 inch pipe at passenger depot, cost 
$157 25, 

720 feet 14 by 18 inch pipe, Decatur street, cost 
$689 70. 

1,008 feet inch pipe, Garnett 
$189 33. 

963 feet 22 by 28 inch pipe, Loyd street, cost 
$1,663 72. 

Making 3,186 feet of good and substantial sew- 
erpipe at a cost of $3,000. 

The 500 teet 8-inch sewer at the passenger 
depot wes built in place of a rock sewer that 
cost the city about $600, and had always been 
inefficient and troublesome. The committee 
feel confident that theone put down by them 
will be al! that will ever be needed at that point, 
and it has abated what has been a ‘nuisa..ce in 
tbe very heart of the city for years. 

The 720 feet of 14x18 inch pipe on Dee*tur 
street has proven a p«rfect success, and hag 
wholly ab: ted what was aserions and unhealthy 
nuisance to all that portion of the city. 

The 1,008 feet of pipe on Garnet street $614 33. 
The :ppropriation not being sufficient, the 
committee notified the citazens immediately in- 
terested that it could not then be built without 
assistance from private individuals, and the fol. 
lowing citizens paid $125 at once to secure its 
being built: John Ryan, $50; 8. M. Inman, 
$25; Mrs. Ellen Doonan, $26; Dr. G. G. Craw- 
ford, $25. This left the cost to the city at 
$489 33. 

This remeyed a serious nuisance from that 
section aud saved the city from the rouble, 
vexatious and expense of what might have 
been serious law suits, 

The sewer on Loyd street is the main sewer of 
of Atlanta. It drains nearly one haif of the 
city, aud is the main outlet for most cf the filth 
of the city. The amount that passes through 
it is enough to poison the whole southern por- 
tion of the city and cause its entire depopula- 
tion, unless the pipe is extended to the city 
limits. The committee urgentiy recommend 
the incoming council to _—aae and complete 
the sewer.

Previously toiis 
going into practical effect her credit, the fown- 
dation of governmental as well as of private 
charac'er, was impaired and diminishing; but 
under the confidence-inspiring provisions of the 
new charter, wisely conceived aud vourageousiy 
enforced, Atianta has, at one bound, inaugu’ 
rated perpetual ecouomy in her expenditures, 
the steady, gradual reduction in her indebted- 
ness, and placed her securities on an up grade 
without a parallel in the financial experience of 
these unfortunate times. Our city bonds which 
before the new charter went into operation, 
were worth only 80 per cent. are pow in deuiand 
at 92—an advance of fifteen per eent., wiih an 
upward tendency. Water works bonds,difficult 
tox«ell then at 70 per cent., are now sought after 
at 85—an advance of more than twenty ver 
cent. 

Before the charter went into effect the city 
authorities h:d to hunt, aua found it diffleult 
to borrow money at two, or at best,cae and one- 
half percent. per month. Now capitalists vol- 
untarily proffer loaas at rates of interest propor- 
ate to her diminishing indebtedness, and the 
reduced risk assumed by a faitobful aaherence 
to the provisions of the charter by the city 
counril. 

These affords substantial proofs of the city s 
solid and improving financial stanfing, which } 
must be truly gratifying to every cifigeu having 
the real good permanent growth and prosperity, 
and enlarging influence of the city at heart. 

The faithtul unflinching execution of the 
wise and salutary provisions of the charter, 
while it forbids the increase, provides for the 
reduction, anuually, of the city debt—can Arve 
but one possible resuli—placing the securities of 
the city at or above par at a no: distant day, 
and giving Atlanta an impregnable financia! 
streng'h equal to any emergency. 

Among other of the conspisuous and substan- 
tial achievements of the period covered by this 
administration—potentiai for the good and ad- 
vyauce2>ment of Atlanta may be mentioned the 
successiul enapletion of her extensive water- 
works; the perfection of her public schoo! sys- 
tem —than which a more liberal, well organized 
and ably administered system is believed not to 
existin the state, if in the union, and the 
commencement by the naiional government 
of the erection of a splendsd 
building for a United States postoffice 
and court house, with a strong probability 
amounting almost to a certainty of atlanta 
being made a port oi delivery, and the building 
being used also as a custem house. 

Just previously to, the incoming of this gen- 
eral council the great Air-Line railway had 
been completed, opening up a shorter line of 
travel to the north, and a vast exient of val- 
uable agricultural, mineral and , commercial 
territory to the business enterprise of the mer- 
chants cf Atlanta, and which will be stil, 
further enlarged by the building of the North- 
eastern railway from Atheus—the literary 
Mecca of Georgia—to Rabun Gap, which has 
been completed to a junction with the Air-Line 
within the past year, and is being rapidly 
graded northward, 

Another important feeder of Atlanta and de- 
velo; er of the vast mineral resources of north- 
ern Georgia—the Marietta and North Georgia 
railway—has been pushed forward with untiring 
energy by its indefatigable president and direct- 
ors, during the past year, in the direction of 
Ducktown and C'eveland, Tenn., and Murphy, 
N.C., and may #2 be expected to co tribute 
of the untold resources it will open 
up to the commerce and wealth of Atlanta. 


Itis proper that we should state that we bave

MAYOR ANGIER’S ADDRESS, 


Feliow- Citizens : In entering on the duties of 
the office to Which your corfidence and kind- 
ness have called me, I feel justified in deviating 
fo1.a moment from the usual custom under rime 
ilar circumstances, to give expression to my 
teelings, and to thank you most sincerely for 
your jiberality in bestowing an honor upon one 
whose judgment flowed iu a different channel 
from those whem he most highly esteemed in 
the terrible struggle through which our country 
has so recently passed. Your action shows that 
you truly appreciated my motives, and made 
just aud generous allowance for my efforts and 
earnest labors for peace. The circumstances 
uuder which this offering is made render it the 
more gratifying, and place me under more than 
ordinary obiigations. It is true, in my feebleness, 
I tried to aid in averting the storm, and when 
it came, to eheck its severity, and when it wa® 
over, to mitigate and :epair,as far as possipie, the 
destructions it brought, and the evilsit bad done. 
The hatreds engendered by such a sanguinarv 
conflict, where so much was sacriticed, ;ed the 
northern mind to dwell on proscription and 
confiscation as a means of punishment and re- 
prisal. 
tensify the animosity and strife, and prevent 
the restoration of harmony and friendly {celing 
so essential to real pence and prosperity. I felt 
that the terrible storm that had desolated the 
south, in the sweeping away and destruction of 
so much life an property, in a struggle where 
each claimed to be in the right, was a burden of 
woes no patriot or friend to humanity should 
wish to aggravate, but strive to alleviate.

We 
should lose self tnd exercise charity, where 
there isa possibility that in the affairs of nations, 
Omnipotence intervenes, who, by His stately 
goings and mighty workings of His unseen 
hand, not only sets bounds to tLe ocean. put 
rules empiresand kingdoms. The sacred Jewish 
history giv.s us many and wonderful instances, 
im Which the Creator, in a mysterious way, and 
by the revolutions and the shedding of blood, 
upturned nations and changed the order of 
things.
